Within a 5-kilometer range of Kolobrzeg is an airfield for 
Soviet jet planes. Iitiis55 rx 1.5 kilometers is size, and is located 
at the water’s edge. The 2-story buildings are dark brown in color. 


East of Ustronie Morskie, near the town, the area is enclosed 
in barbed wire. This area is 3 x 1 kilometers, at the edge of the 
water. In the enclosure, there is a slope with naval artillery gun 
emplacements. The better to identify this location 

th e area extends from Ustronie to the river which flows Into 
the sea. 
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The Engineers’ units are stationed in the forest east of Uniescie 
(Uniesty), within a 0.5-kilometer range of the town. One kilometer 
from there is the airfield for Polish jet planes. 


East of Darlowo, within 1.5 kilometers of the town, light for- 
tifications are under construction. For certain parts, prefabricated 
concrete construction is used. This is a narrow strip of land, one 
kilometer long, along the edge of the water. 


Between Jaroslawiec and Ustka are the artillery practice ranges, 
some assault tanks, and motorized guns. The ^i?actice ranges are used 
by both the Polish and the Soviet forces. Within 2 kilometers of 
the lighthouse on the shore of Lake Leba is a light— colored, two- 
story building with a tower and a stationary antenna. It may be seen 
from land, but it is not visible from offshore, because it is situated 
on the slope of the hill. 
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Three kilometers east of Jastrzebia Gora, fortifications are 
under constxoiction along the shore ^ on a strip of land:apijj?oxiiDately 
700 meters wide, and approximately 4 kilometers long. this steetch, 
they are blasting the rocky shore with dynamite. A 10-meter 
wooden wall surrounds the area. Signs posted in the area warn that 
trespassing and loitering near the enclosure are forbidden. The work 
is being done by the men in the detachment. 

The military section of the port of Wladyslawowon is not ac- 
cessible. The peninsula of Hel is accessible, and passage on the 
ra^oad is unrestricted. On the other hand, road travel is restricted 
to the highway from Wladyslawowo to Kuznioe. Farther on, the highway 
is closed to private traffic. The reason for this freedom of move- 
ments train passengers are unable to see military installations from 
the windows because of the woody terrain. 
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
